Coffee County residents are 
now given the opportunity of 
joining Alabama’s fight to rid 
the state of the dreadful dis- 
ease, Syphilis. By the simple 
means of a blood test, most of 
the existing syphilis can be 
found and placed under treat- 
ment. In previous counties test- 
ed in the state, it is discovered 
that one out of every ten adults 
had a positive test. This disease 
attacks all races and groups of 
people. It destroys parental life, 
attacks the infant, invades the 
heart and brain of the adult 
and takes away sight and des- 
troys the mind, When question- 
ed about the dreadful results of 
syphilis, Dr. Garland Weidner, 
Coffee County Health Officer 
said, “Yes, it’s true that syphilis 
is the cause of much untold 
suffering which could have 
been prevented had the disease 
been discovered in time. Many 
of the syphilitics walking the 
streets today do not know they 
have the disease. In many cases 
the early symptoms go unre- 
cognized only to break out in 
later years in such things as 
hopeless paralysis, incurable in- 
sanity and heart disease and 
other crippling effects, If dis- 
covered early, by means of 4 
blood test, these same people 
could have lived a normal, use- 
ful life.” 

The test itself is painless and 
simple. Trained nurses, using 
individual sterile needles per- 
form the test in about a min- 
ute. All results will be confiden- 
tial.

When feeding hogs corn, ei- 
ther in field or dry lot, feed dry 
a protein supplement of equal} 


parts cottonseed meal and tank- 
age. This will cul prain needed 
about in half for 100 pounds 
gain. 

Many a good farmer has the 
idea that the bigger and fatter 
he gets his hogs the better hog 
raiser he is. 

But J. R. Speed, county agent, 
said this week that this is not 
necessarily true. Mr. Speed said 
that the average farmer should 
not carry his hogs beyond about 
250 pounds weight. 

Reasons given for this recom- 
mendation is that feed is scarce 
and should be conserved, and 
the older a hog gets, the more 
feed it requires per pound of 
gain. 

Light weight hogs also are 
lot easier to handle at butch- 
ering time and the meat cures 
easier than from heavy hogs, 
Speed pointed out. 

One experiment station report 
shows that 359 pounds of feed 
will make a 100 pound pig be- 
come a 200 pound shoat. But it 
took 510 pounds of feed to make 
the same average hog gain 
from 400 pounds to 500 pounds 
in weight. 

“Because of the present grain 
shortage and high feed costs, 
butchering hogs at the right 
time is extremely important,” | 
Speed declared, “This does not, 
mean that farmers should pro- 
duce less pork. Butchering at 
reasonable weights will result in 
lower feed costs and will leave 
more feed with which to grow 
out and fatten additional hogs” 
he explained.
